Florida Keys Described in Brief 


The Florida keys, trailing out like 
the tail of a kite from the tip end 
of Florida’s mainland, are no strangers 
to shipwrecks, death and hurricanes, 
such as have brought these low-lying 
islands into the headlines in the past 
few weeks, 

“Since early Spanish time _— ships 
have been dashed to pieces upon the 
treacherous reefs that. skirt the keys’ 
southern edge, with loss of hundreds 
of lives; and they lie square in the 
paths of the hurricanes that periodi- 
cally sweep the Caribbean and 
Ggulf of Mexico,’ says a bulletin from 
Washington, D. C., headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 

“But the countless keys | (derived 
from the Spanish word cayo for ‘is- 
land’) also have their softer, pleasant- 
er aspect. When clouds give way to 
the tropical sun and hurricane winds 
cease to whip the waves to fury, the 
I‘lorida keys constitute one of the most 
alluring and historie spots in Ameri- 
can territory. 

SERIES OF ISLANDS 

“The keys consist of a series of is- 
lands, reefs and sand banks nearly 150 
miles-long, extending from near Miami 
on the Florida east coast southwest- 
ward to Key West, which is 60 miles 
from the mainland and only 90 miles 
across the Florida straits from Ha- 
vana, Cuba. Along the chain, linking 
1 of the keys as a string links beads, 
is the track of a railroad. which by a

Industry in South Over- 
whelmed With Business, 


Official Declares. 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 20.— 
(P)—Taylor R. Durham, secretary of 
the Southern Hosiery Manufacturers’ 
Association, said today the hosiery 
knitting industry in the south was 
experiencing a boom and that some 
mills have ceased taking orders for 
delivery earlier than January 1. 

“Something definitely resembling a 
boom lately has developed in the in- 
dustry, especially in silk knitting di- 
vision, and buyers who a few weeks 
ago refused to place orders now are 
almost frantic in their efforts to ob- 
tain knit goods,” he said. 

Durham attributed the demand to 
the industry’s demonstration of its 
“desire and ability” to maintain the 
former NRA code hours and wages 
and to the steady rise in raw silk 
prices which he said was expected to 
continue for some time. 

“The industry is simply over- 
whelmed with business,” he said. 

Durham said reports received by 
him indicated conditions in the north- 
ern division of the hosiery and knit 
goods industry were equally satisfac- 
tory.
